The singers were Miss Street, Mrs. Dixon, Messrs. Nunn, 
Diemer, Tipper, and Purcell. President and conductor, 
the Rev. H. E. Havergal; Honorary secretary, Mr. J. H. 
Purcell. 

CaerMARTHen* — On Tuesday, Feb. 16, a meeting of 
the Musical Society of this town look place at the Assembly 
Rooms. The music was of a high order, and was very 
ably performed. The programme contained several pieces

Honiton. — The Choral Society of this town is actively 
engaged in getting up Handel's Saul, which is expected to 
be ready for performance in Easter week. This is the first 
time this oratorio has been attempted in the West of 
England. 

Ipswich. — A secular concert took place in the Corn 
Exchange on the 5th ultimo, under the direction and 
leadership of Mr. Alfred Bowles, a professional gentleman 
to whom the town is much indebted for bringing together 
the leading professional and amateur musicians of the 
place. The principal artistes engaged were Madame 
Newton Frodsham, soprano ; Mr. Wilbye Cooper, tenor ; 
violoncello, Mr. W. Pettitt j flute, Mr. Card ; clarionet, 
Mr. Lazarus ; solo pianoforte. Miss Lazarus ; together 
with two or three assistants from Norwich, — who, with the 
resident choristers, formed an orchestra of 60 performers. 
Mr, William Norman was the accompanyist. 

Kennington. — The third concert of the Surrey 
Orchestral Union was given at the Horns, Kennington, on 
the 15th of Feb. The performers were Miss Banks, Mrs. 
Purvis, Messrs. Walton, Horton, Taylor, Poole, and 
others. Conductor, Mr. H. R. Austin. 

Kilkenny. — The first concert of the Kilkenny Har- 
monic Society took place on the 15th of Feb., when a 
selection of glees was performed at the Athenaeum. The 
music was conducted by Mr. Ranalow, and the result was 
altogether successful. The members of the society who 
took part in the performance were Messrs, St. George 
Geary, W. Lawless, B. Lawless, H. Clifford,.
